CAN BRYAN REACH THE SENATE? 
Florida is beginning to take somewhat 
ieriouslyvthe rumors that Mr. Bryan will be 
i candidate for the United States senate 
(gainst Senator Park Trammell. The Flori- 
la papers are beginning to discuss the sub­ 
l e t and their comments are rather inter­ 
esting. 
Judging from 
the 
few that are 
wadable at present, the Commoner would 
lot have things all his own way in the race 
iv a great deal. 
In fact, the odds seem to 
ie heavily against him. 
The Wauchula Advocate says: ‘‘It seems 
hat William Jennings Bryan is perfectly 
.villing to be ‘the senator from Florida’ but 
io the people of Florida want to stand for 
til of Billy’s 
hobbies 
and 
‘isms’?” 
The 
Punta Gorda Herald predicts that if Mr. 
3ryan (foes run against Senator Trammell. 
ie “ will get the worst beating of his life.” 
That is indeed 
a dire 
prophecy 
for Mr. 
rltyan has had some pretty bad beatings in 
he course of his career. 
The Orlando Reporter-Star, however, is 
lot so cocksure of the results of the race, 
t does not believe that Mr. Bryan can de- 
'eat Senator Trammel!, who is, it says, “a 
latural coznpaigner,” but it admits that Mr. 
Bryan’s entrance jnto the race will give 
senator Trammell some concern. “It would 
)e political blindness,” the paper thinks, 
‘to say thftt he (Mr. Bryan) will not be an 
mposing figure in the campaign,” and it 
lelieves that the former Nebraskan would 
command 
a 
strong 
following. 
Senator 
Trammed would have to exert himself to 
.vin, in the opinion of the Reporter-Star, 
or there would be many who would say 
hat Bryan as Senator “would put Florida 
>n the map in the 
matter 
of 
statesman- 
hip.” 
In the judgment of the Orlando paper 
‘Florida has promise of an interesting cam- 
Daign,” and if this newspaper is right in at- 
aching so much importance to Mr. Bryan’s 
candidacy at this early stage, it is easily 
jossible that the 
campaign 
will be even 
nore interesting than it now promises to 
ie. For the Bryan candidacy 
may 
well 
arrow’ in strength as the fight proceeds. Not 
iven the wisest of the political seers can 
igure out certainly in advance the degree 
;o which the 
Bryan 
philosophy 
and the 
Bryan eloquence will appeal to the Flori- 
lans. 
When Sidney J. Cutis first appeared 
m the political horizon 
nobody 
attached 
nuch importance to him; and in some re­ 
spects, though, of course, 
not 
in all, the 
^motional appeal of Bryan w ould resemble 
hat which proved so powerful in the case 
)f C a tts . 


AFRAID OF THE ISSUE. 
“Wiseacres, 
seers 
and 
prophets,” re­ 
marks an exchange, 
“are 
lamenting the 
lack of a clear-cut issue between the dem­ 
ocratic and republican 
parties just now.” 
These lamentations, it points out, are quite 
unnecessary, for there is really no lack of 
an 
issue. 
“It 
is 
the 
history 
of 
all 
countries in all times that when interna­ 
tional problems are great, party zeal is re­ 
duced to a minimum. 
That is w hat ails the 
United States today.” Continuing it says: 
“ Why is this? 
It is, first, because 
the republicans, 
knowing 
that they 
made a 
mistake 
in 
forsaking the 
League of Nations and realizing that 
their attempt to substitute ‘something 
just as good’ has failed, persist in pre­ 
tending that our 
foreign 
problem is 
relatively unimportant. 
It is second, 
because some of the Democratic lead­ 
ers,having been overwhelmingly beat­ 
en at the polls supposedly because of 
their foreign policy, have not yet suf­ 
ficiently gained their courage to make 
a second campaign on the League is­ 
sue.” 
That is all true, but 
one 
cannot 
help 
wondering whether it is going to be practi­ 
cable to do anything definite about it in the 
near future. 
Nine-tenths of the troubles 
which now afflict us are directly due to 
the fact that we have been and still are 
pursuing a crazy foreign policy. 
Agricul­ 
ture cannot revive, business cannot get on 
its feet, normalcy cannot be attained until 
we abandon once and for all the foreign 
policy to which the republicans have com­ 
mitted us and adopt the foreign policy for 
which the 
democratic 
party 
fought 
in 
1920. 
The foreign problem is our most vi­ 
tal domestic issue. 
So say many democrats, but whether the 
party as a whole will be prepared to act 
along that line is a question. 
It did not 
show any signs of enthusiasm w’hen Mr. 
Cox proposed such action the other day, 
though that does not necessarily prove any­ 
thing. 
Probably it all depends upon what 
happens in the next year or so. 
Possibly 
by then the pressure of events will have 
forced the republicans much further than 
they now show' any signs of going along the 
road to an intelligent foreign policy. 
Cer­ 
tainly if they continue obdurate in their re­ 
fusal to .apply the civy remedy that can 
cure our troubles, there must develop in the 
course of a year or so a clearer understand­ 
ing on the part of the public of the cause 
of those troubles and a strong demand for 
action of an effective sort. 
In that case, 
perhaps, timid democrats who are afraid 
of the issue as matters now’ stand may be 
emboldened to fight 
again 
the fight of 
1920.

Ten Hour Day Ordered 
ny Assoil t»-.l 
CHICAGO, ILL., 
Feb. IS.—Re-e 
ta bl if hmen t oi a ten hour »«oy st 
usual hourly wage and fel infill at fbi 
time and one-half pay tor rex uh 
assigned work on Sundays anil holi* 
days, new rules 
governing railway 
signalmen, 
were 
announced 
las 
night by the Ignited Slates laboi 
board to replace the national agree 
ment made under federal coatrol. 
The 
board’s rules 
affect more 
than 12,000 rail workers and become 
effective February 15. According to 
figures 
based on interstate com­ 
merce commission statistics, it is es­ 
timated that the annual labor 
bill 
of the railroads will 
be cut about 
$300,000 by eliminating the overtime 
pay provisions of the national agree­ 
ment. 
While the new set of rules retains 
the principle of the eight hour day, 
the door is opened, as in the case of 
maintenance of way and clerk's rules 
recently promulgated by the board, 
for a ten hour day. Overtime for re­ 
assignments of Sunday work is 'also 
eliminated. 
The old agreement provided time 
and one halt pay tor all work over 
eight hour* and all Sunday and holi­ 
day work. 
Overtime pay is likewise, eliminat­ 
ed for employes paid a monthly sal­ 
ary by monthly rate, based on 
the 
standard hourly rate. 
Other minor 
provisions which will affect the sig­ 
nalmen’s pay envelopes are substitu­ 
tion of straight time pay for lunch 
periods when not taken, for the for­ 
mer time and one-halt rules; provi­ 


sions tor a minimum of three hours’ 
straight time instead oi two hours ar 
lime and one-halt tor working less 
than lour ho irs on Sunday and com 
pb>te elimination of rho old rule al- 
low 
• halt pay from IO o’clock a* 
night to ti a rn . tor men traveling on 
boarding cars. 
Other rules were chanced lo elimi­ 
nate any fixed hoar lor starting work 
after any special lunch period, and 
the rule governing the time limit for 
investigations rho discharges, deci­ 
sions and appeals was extended from 
seven to ten days. 
Rules to r?place the government 
railroad 
administration’s 
working 
agreements covering train disparit­ 
ies, Bremen and oilers and employes 
will be acted 
on and 
promulgated 
within a short time.

work of revising the tiles covering 
all class of railroad employes.
